This recollection is, there- 
h -re. that mental attribute which alone 
will make possible a resurrection from 
the dead. The only immortality that 
can be thought of is, therefore, one 
which can look back upon this first ex- 
perience of being.

in the mining of the American coal-beds, 
or in surveying the surface of the cool 
fields, is here described. Every species 
hitherto discovered is named, and a', 
many of them represented as seemed 
needful to assist the mining geologist iu 
the identification of beds, so far as plant 
remains can do that, or to enlighten the 
scholar of nature in this branch of learn- 
ing. 

TnE permanent station on the Congo 
of the Stanley expedition is on an 
elevated plateau below the Yellala falls. 
It is now a small town containing the 
dwellings of Mr. Stanley and his European 
staff, workshops, warehouses and huts 
for his laborers and a garden producing 
vegetables of almost every description. 
From the river's odge to a distauce of 
about thirty mUes upwards along the 
hilly banks of the Congo, where he has 
established a second depot, a road alsiut 
twelve feet wide has lieen constructed, 
serviceable for carts and wagons, which 
latter, together with a numlier of don- 
keys, have recently arrived from Euro>>e, 
to he employed in the transport of stores 
and supplies. Mr. Stanley has with him 
about 125 natives. The trade on the 
lower Congo is very large and increasing. 
The highest point where traders are 
established is at Xoki, which can l>e 
reached by vessels drawing eighteen feet 
of water at any season without the least 
difficulty. 

Apocbvphax, as it may appear, there 
are some fishes capable of swallowing 
and stowing away entire, others several 
times larger than themselves. This ex- 
traordinary fact is rendered possible in 
the first place by the great size of tho 
mouth, which is cleft far backwards, and 
in tho next by the excessive distensibility 
of the stomach 'and the abdominal in- 
teguments. The captor sizes the larger 
fish by the tail and climbs over it as it 
were by alternate movements of the 
lower and upper jaw, until finally the 
entire animal is stored in the stomach. 
Meanwhile, the stomach and the adjoin- 
ing soft parts become more and more 
distended and hang down like an enor- 
mouB sack. The most remarkable ex- 
ample of such capacity have been found 
in the Chianwwltm ni;/rr, a stiecies re- 
lated to the cod family, but sev eral 
others are likewise prone to «tw. 
larger than themselves. 

Db. Saxofkldt has tried a number of 
substances for destroying microscopic 
life in drinking water, the most striking 
results being obtained from citric acid. 
When one part of the acid was added to 
two thousand parts of water, life ceased 
in fiom one-half to two minutes. 
Microscopic examination showed that 
those forms of auimalcula having a thick 
scaly covering are not affected by the 
dilute citric acid, but only those with 
thinner coatings. The greater part of 
these unwelcome visitor belong, how- 
ever, to the latter class, while the former 
are visible to tho naked eye, so that a 
notation of the strength mentioned will 
suffice as a safeguard. The dead aui- 
malcula immediately settle to the bottom 
of the vessel containing the water, and 
may be found in the sediment. The 
solution of citric acid spoils quickly, 
and it is recommended that it be freshly 
ureuared every dav. 
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Stuart's Okra Soup.

By mis- 
take the address was. omitted in copying, 
iind the telegram sent to the Star office 
w ith the war news. The intelligent edi- 
tor ran over the news till his eyes fell on 
this mysterious telegram, which he to- 
tally misconceived, and at once got out 
a big bulletin : " Another great victory 
by the Union forces!

The light comes through the thin 
places, and is kept out, or shaded, by 
tho thick parts, and it isthese differences 
iu the thickness of the glass that make 
the waves, the leaves, tie fringes on the 
curtains, the clouds, and, iu foct, the 
lights aud shades of the picture. The 
precious stones are biti of thick colored 
gloss chipped and cut kito diamonds of 
many faces.

Origin of the Word Roorhack. 

Nathan Guilford, once a well-known 
citizen of Ciudnnitti, was an active Wliig 
politician, and editor of an energetic 
Whig paper. On April 1, of a certain 
year, he published a circumstantial ac- 
count of experiments by a German 
chemist named Roorback. Roorback 
had been examining the chemical con- 
stituents of eggs of different birds, sup- 
jM.sing it might be possible at last to 
compound a hotchable egg. According 
to the story, after putting many of his 
manufactured eggs to the animal heat of 
different patient mothers, he at last 
happily succeeded in hatching one egg 
and produced a living bird. The story 
then goes on to describe very minutely 
the strange creature, anatomically, 
phvsiologically and every other way, 
imitating the scientific style used in 
similar cases. The story read very well, 
and was copied into many other papers, 
and, after going the rounds of tho press 
in all parts of the United States, it was 
at last (after three or four months) dis- 
covered to have been first published on 
the 1st of April. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer (Democrat- 
ic) immediately fixed upon Mi Guilford 
the name of Roorback, which was there- 
after held to mean a political liar, 
although the story had nothing to do 
with politics. Being well stuck to, the 
name at lost became pretty well fixed, 
and Mr. G. was for many years well 
known in the political field as Old 
Roorback.

Stenogruphy in Old Times. 

Stenography is on tie eve of being su- 
perceded by the invention of the piano- 
tochygraph. We ma' first remark that 
modern nations are mich behindhand in 
the practice of stem^rraphy. David, in 
fact, says in one of his psalms: Linyua 
mca ralamugH' ribie vcloeiter gcribrtit is 
("My tongue is the pen of a rendy 
writer"). The Hebrews, therefore, knew 
the art of writing ns rapidly as one could 
sp-ak. But it was at Athens and Rome 
especially ^hat stenography was pme- 

Jj^^^^flv employed «1. abbre- 
^ jsJaTjlS Jiiie speeches of 
iti - .f^se works he edited. This 
was 108 yea's More Jesus Christ. The 
Romans, wlig. with the spoils of Greece, 
carried the arts and usages of the Greeks 
into Italy, brought back that kind of 
writing *and vulgarized it among all 
classes of the population. Under tho 
Consulate of Cicero may be seen the 
first traces of stenography. The great 
orator was himself very expert iu the 
art, and took a pleasure in teaching it to 
a freed slave named Tirou, who wrote 
down his pleadings. Tiron acquired a 
celebrity in the practice, and gave his 
name to the method he employed, his 
reports being called Tironian Notes. 

Soon telegraphic signs were alone 
used in writing in Rome. Senecns, 
Brutus, Julius C«sar. and many other 
illustrious men employed it One day 
Cicero wrote from habit in Tironian 
signs to his friend Atticus, who coidd 
not understand the letter. The great 
orator then offered to teach him steno- 
graphy, and he learned it in a very short 
time. Augustus gave lessons in steno- 
graphy to his grandsons. The old sten- 
ographic method was preserved iu 
France until the eleventh century, and 
letters from Louis le Debonnaire, son of 
Charlemagne-, in Tironian characters 
still exist In 747 a Benedictine, named 
Pierre Carpentier, reformed the Tiron- 
ian alphabet and published in Latin a 
volume on his new method. At present 
stenography, which is only practiced by 
a few writers, has been modified and 
improved; but it does not appear to be 
shorter or more simple than that used in 
antiquity. — Oalianani.

.Movements of the Stars. 

Modern observations have shown that 
the stars are not really fixed, but have 
actual motions of their own through 
space. This motion is so slow that it 
wonld require thousands of years to pro- 
duce a change perceptible to the naked 
eye. As a general rule, the brightest 
stars hove the .greatest proper motion. 
As for as has yet been observed, these 
mi itions take place in perfectly straight 
lines; so that if the stars ore moving in 
orbits they must be so great that, with 
one or two exceptions, no curvature has 
l>een detected. M. - 1 astronomers think 
that, from mere observation, there is no 
reason to believe that the stars are re- 
volving in orbits around a common cen- 
ter. Dr. Madler, however, through an 1 
examination of- the proper motion of 
certain stars, come to the conclusion 
that there was a center around which 
the sters revolved, and fixed upon Alcy- 
one, the brightest star of the Pleiades, 
as most probably that center. Others 
have suggested the constellation of Per- 
seus. Mr. Hall, who has lately exam- 
ined this subject, holds that neither of 
these positions will satisfy the necessary 
conditions. After a consideration of 
conditions dependent upon proper mo- 
tions alone, he claims to have found two 
points that give satisfactory results; one 
in Andromeda, the other diametrically 
opposite, in Hydra, Several circum- 
stances were used by him for deciding 
iu which direction the center lies; one 
of which was that if it be in the 
direction of Hydra, there would have to 
lie a great central mass around which 
the stare revolved. As there is no vis- 
ible center, and no clustering of stars 
around it he inferred that the center is 
toward Andromeda, and finally fixed its 
position at one degree south of the sixth- 
magnitude Star 65, Piscium. There ore 
three small nebulae in the neighbor- 
hood, but nothing to indicate the pres- 
ence of a great controlling mass.— Cin- 
cinnati Commercial.

Sending Sound by Light. 
We stated recently that Prof. Loomis 
has l>een experimenting with encourg- 
ing success on the feasibility of dispens- 
ing with wires iu telegraphing by bringing 
into service an electric current which, 
he assumes, circulates constantly in the 
upper air, and making it the agency for 
transmitting messages from one point to 
another. It seems, now, that telegraph- 
ing is not the only business that aspires 
to get rid of the cost aud incumbrance of 
wires. Dr. Graham Bell, inventor of 
the Bell telephone, proposes to dispense 
with them also, and use light instead, 
claiming that a strong ray of fight 
between stations will do the work quite 
ns well, and carry the sound from point 
to point with perfect accuracy. There 
is a thin mirror called a transmitter, 
which, when spoken against by its dis- 
i turbance, causes a variation in the beams 
; of light which it reflects, and these rays, 
collected in a parabohc reflector, have 
. the strange power of reproducing the 
words spoken against the mirror. Words 
have been accurately transmitted a dis- 
tance of 700 feet, and it is l^elieved that 
when the process shall have been per- 
fected, this distance will be greatly pro- 
longed, so as to make the photophone, 
as it is called, a serviceable, practical 
instrument A curious fact in connec- 
tion with these experiments for making 
rays of light swift- winged messengers for 
bearing words' from a speaker to a hearer 
so far apart as to be invisible, is that 
some substances interposed between the 
points intercept the ray, while others do 
not The human hand effectually cuts 
off communication, but the ray by some 
means manages to trasmit its power and 
the words with it through opaque dead 
substances. U these experiments shall 
result iu complete success, we shall have 
new wonders in the art of transmitting 
sound and signs. Light is cheap, and 
the upper air electric current whose 
existence is assumed, will cost only the 
means of reaching it; and if these two 
agents shall prove as avadable as the 
experiments promise, three-fourths the 
expense of telegraphing and telephoning 
will be saved.— St. J,oui* Brpubltean.

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A Glimpse of Life h Paris. 

A Paris correspondent of the Boston 
Qtobe writes: Paris is, indeed, a beau- 
tiful city; its long miles of white houses, 
of uniform height and stye of architec- 
ture; its wonderfully clean and suberbly 
paved streets, win for tlia metrojiolis 
the admiration of everv visitor. The 
water in the gutb rs and .raiu^Bfc^ar 
velously clean, and the p< « •tnsi^^LW^. > 
is a paragon of politeness; rougn in his 
outward appearance, heavy shqes, cor- 
duroys and blue blouse, he is an agreea- 
ble disappointment to oue who asks some 
information in regard toa street or boule- 
vard he may wish to find To-day I 
visited the Jardin de Plants and found it 
resembling in many respects the Zoo - 
logical Gardens in Regent's Park, in 
London. All ranks, high and low, rich 
and poor, were strolling through the in- 
closure, feediug the animals, sitting on 
the benches beneath the trees or exam- 
ining the museum. There are collections 
of botanical specimens from all parts of 
the world. Every animal has its den to 
which it can retire, its tree to climb or 
burrow to dig in. The feathered tribe 
hav e their pool of clear water to bathe in 
and their grass plot and graveled walk 
to traverse and exercise upon when they 
will. There is a circular building within 
the grounds— a sort of amphitheatre set 
apart for lectures on zoology and ornith- 
ology. The French are a strange people. 
In a window on Rue St Denis I saw 
offered for sale praver- books, 1* 
chromos ridicnlhig the -lergy, 
by side iu the same window, 
along several boulevards. I observed 
the same strange inconsistency in the 
display of religious goods. During my 
halt at Calais I saw the monument 
erected to c omm emorate the embarkation 
of Louis XVTTX for Loudon, which is 
near the quai of this ancient seaport At 
Boulogne Stir Mer I saw also a monu- 
ment erected to NajKilean I. from the 
window of the train. It stands upon an 
eminence overlooking the channel, aud 
is of white marble, a dorie column, and 
occupies a very ootiapicions position. 

With an average price i»er annum of 
87.33, and an aggregate daily circula- 
tion of 3,581, 187, the people of the 
United States ap|>ear to pay out annually 
the sum of $26, 230, 100.71 for their daily 
newspapers. These totals are subject to 
certain obvious qualifications. Every 
newspaper has a free list, more or lean 
large, the chief item of which is in its 
exchanges. Allowance must also be 
made for a small percentage of papers 
printed regularly, but not sold or circu- 
lated and including tear am 1 waste. On 
the other hand, and especially in the 
large cities, a considerable per cent, of 
the total circulation is disposed of by the 
single copy at the retail price. While 
the average cost to the annual subscriber 
is cents per -copy, the average retail 
price per copy for the country is nearly 
4 \ cents, the largest average for a State 
being Nevada, where it Ls twelve cents, 
and the lowest in Delaware, where it is 
\\ cents per copy. It is probable that 
the added cost of the papers sold at 
retail is quite sufficient to pffset the de- 
ductions which are to he made in the 
total cost given on account of the causse 
enumerated. In the census year the 
numUr of daily papers throughout the 
United States was 962-morning, *3o; 
evening, 526. Of this number New

A Boer Homestead. 

Let ns visit one of the homesteads in 
the gardens. The white-walled house, 
although but one storied, is well elevated, 
and its roof is iron. Outside shutters of 
a pleasant green think the two windows, 
and the door between them is green and 
paneled. Then- is, indeed, some pre- 
tense to architecture, and the whole is 
well kept aud substantial. The stoop is 
high and approached by steps. The 
watercourse beueath it is masoned out 
with solid stone and bridged with the 
same material. Leafy trees of divers 
sorts shade the place and the stable and 
outhouses in its rear. Wo enter a voor- 
huis, or front room, verv lofty and but 
slightly furnished. Its walls are lined 
by benches, and a table stands in the 
middle. There are pictures, it may l>e 
Very quaint aud old world; scenes in the 
life of the prodigal sou, or limnings of 
the manger at Bethlehem, or the cross 
on Calvary. A new piano may be noted 
and a good harmouium, and pious books 
with Dutch titles ho scattered about. 
And therefore dowers ou tho table, and 
on mantel-piece photographs and albums, 
for there are daughters in tho house. 
In some place of honor lies a great old 
Bible, a massive folio bound m leather 
and with brass clasps; it is printed in 
foreign-looking type, on aucietit-looking 
pajH-r, and full of the strangest pictures 
that over delighted the antiquary or 
mystified the child. A companionable 
book upon a dull occasion, but disap- 
pointing, inasmuch as its date discovers 
it to have l>een printed but tho other 
day. Spittoons stud this chamber's floor, 
for it is the great reception-room, and 
visitors sit round it and smoke their 
pipes at and seasons of conference and 
waiting: and many such times there be. 
At the back of tliis voorhuis is the din- 
ing-room, entered by large and even 
handsome folding-doors. In l«oth apart- 
ments the walls are painted light blue, 
or green, or mauve; in l»>th the ceiling 
is raftered and wooden, varnished and 
dark. The great feature of the dining- 
room, apart from the usual furnishings, 
is a small table near the w indow, with a 
chair on either side. Upon this table 
stands a coffee-urn. with a charing-dish 
beneath it: and the day has scarcely 
turned before this urn In gins to steam 
and to bubble. On its dexter side is 
seated the lady of the house, who pours 
out coffee for all comers, and, with feet 
well planted one a box-like foot-stool, 
rides and manages her household. 
Children play around her, a colored girl 
sits watchful at her feet, and at faTOrable 
moments her lord ami master occupies 
the corresponding chair, utters familiar 
maxims and remarks, and his friend, sit- 
ting hard by, carries on an intermittent 
conversation lietween wary mouthfuls of 
the scalding beverage. He is a well- 
built man, not unlike the English farmer 
of our early dayB, but more sallow and 
less cheery, more Puritanical and staid. 
His ancestors came from France and 
Holland, but in this wonderful climate 
of the Cape, perchance for animal life 
the finest under the sun, their offspring 
have developed into a race stii g#n* H*. 
nobly grown and quite unlike the typical 
Hollander or Frenchman. We con vers.' 
in Dutch, the only language he cares to 
speak, although his children are apt 
scholars in the English tongue, and by 
and by ho takes us into his garden.— 
Oontemnoran/ fit view.

"There is to lie a regular meeting of 
the society every year on the evemug 
of the second Wednesday of October, at 
which a dinner is to be served. On the 
death of auy member, according to the 
by-laws, a special meeting must be 
called, and the sole object sludl U» to 
discuss the virtues of the defeased 1 
member, be they many or few.

"On each succeeding similar frcasion 
all of the bottles, the full ami theempty, 
are to l»e set before the surviving mem- 
bers, and the contents oi the ou bear- 
ing the name of the member bst de- 
ceased drunk in silence. It is txovided 
in the by-laws that the last surviving 
meml>er,*on tho death of his soliiary as- 
sociate, should discuss Iry himadf the 
virtues of the departed man, anl drink 
of the wine in tho bottle bearing his 
name, 'and he shall thereafter each suc- 
ceeding year, on the date set at>art for 
the annual meeting, have tho lwx and 
contents placed before him, aed then 
and there shall partake of the remaining 
bottle or bottles as far as his judgment 
allows or dictates, until tho ssnje shall, 
if possible, l>o disposed of.' 

"The twelfth man is enjoined, liefore 
his death, to bequeathe the case, its con- 
tents, a copy of the society's by-laws, 
and a synopsis of its history, to kis heir, 
or any other person ns he may feel dis- 
posed, enjoining him to guard and 
hand down the same to succeeding gen- 
erations. "

Another TJew Science. 

Psyehonietry is the impressive name 
of a so-called science "from which no 
mortal man can conceal his thoughts if 
he will dare to write what he pretends 
are his convictions on paper. The moment 
he commits himself the pyschometric 
expert can tell with au iufal liable cer- 
tainty whether what he has said is true 
or false." The method is simple and a 
majority of persons have the power of 
operating tho science. One merely puts 
the paper ou wliich a statement is writ- 
ten to his forehead and he is at once 
conscious of the real sentiments of tho 
writer. While there are certainly some 
advantages in an infallible method of 
learning the thoughts of men, on the 
whole the disadvantages are overwhelm- 
ing. Abstractlv we make too much of 
truth; it is exacted above other virtues 
which nt times ore of superior con- 
sequence. Tho courtesies which make 
social life l>earable are necessarily full of 
deceptions, and society would be wrecked 
if we had tho power of knowing the 
truth in particular instances. In tho 
present frail condition of humanity, a 
palace of truth would l>e an intolerable 
tenHenee. Yet abstractly we insist upon 
truth as tho highest essential of human 
happiness. Practically the world would 
reject a system which threatened to lay 
bare tho little deceits which make social 
life peaceable. 

But tho nieilieal features of psychome- 
try, if they cnu l>e . sei»arateil from tho 
rot, can l>e of the highest utility. The 
discoverer finds that a large portion of 
the human race can be affected by drugs 
held iu the hand. He frequently, during 
his lectures, put his auditors to sleep by 
placing opium in their hands. This, 
however, is not startliug, as many lec- 
turers have the ability to put an audicuce 
to sleep without the opium. He has 
found that cathartics and stimulants aud 
other substances will oj>erat«< on the 
system after contact with tho hand It 
is well known that under the iutiuenco 
of hashish persons become remarkably 
< rediilouB. By covering his door knob 
with this drug a man can have au 
advantage over his aggressive creditor.

II psychometry will abandon its attempt 
to abolish lying, since this would over- 
turn society and destroy tlie legal pro- 
fession, the" world will accept its medical 
methods with alacrity.

Cast<}b oin will soften leather. 

To whiten ivory — lx>il in lime water. 

Kerosene will make the tin tea-kettle 
as new. Saturate a woolen rag, and rub 
with it. It will also remove stains from 
clean varnished furniture. 

To make macaroni tender, put it in 
eold water and bring it to a boil. It wdl 
then bo much more tender than if put 
into hot water or stewed in milk. 

BnuE ointment and kerosene, mixed in 
equal proportions, and applied to bed- 
steads, is an unfailing bug remedy; and a 
coat of whitewash is ditto for wooden 
walls. 

Steak should be broiled without salt 
Salt draws the juices in cooking; it is 
desirable to keep these if possible. Cook 
over a hot fire, turning frequently. Salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Yor can get a bottle or a barrel of oil 
off of any carpet or woolen stuff by ap- 
plying dry buckwheat plentifully and 
faithfully." Never put water or liquid of 
any kind to such a grease spot. 

Hiccor.iu effects some people very 
persistently, aud where a simpler remedy 
does not check it, a half teaspoouful of 
nitre iu a half tumbler of water is recom- 
mended as uu instantaneous remedy. 

Ik vol" wish to do away with the use of 
grease on the griddle for baking cakes, 
have the ordinary iron griddle ground 
smooth on a grindstone and rubbed off 
with a piece of tine sand-paper w rapp. d 
round a block of wood. This is much 
betu-r tliaii a soapstone griddle. 

When turnips placed in the cellar lie- 
gin to sprout they are usually thrown 
away, but a bushel of turnips will fur- 
nish a family with salid all winter, and 
• very good one if properly prepare!. 
Place the bushel of turnips in a dark, 
warm cellar to sprout, and when tho 
sprouts are three or four inches long cut 
them off; pick the leaves from the stems 
ind ]>our on hot water a moment; then 
plunge them into odd water; place the 
sprouts in the colander to drain off all 
the water, and send to table with a plain 
Irossiug or bacon dressing poured over 
them — Detroit Fret Pre**.

gefler; then add two tables] Mxmfuls of 
fariui of |s»tabjes; let it l>e mixed thor- 
"UgUy with the liquid in the bowl. 
The pour in as much l>oiling water as 
wujponyert the whole into a jelly, and 
mint well. It may be taken alone or 
wit/ the addition of a little milk in case 
of stomachic debility or consumptive 
didders. The dish is light and easily 
digsted, extremely wholesome and 
non-ishing. Bread or biscuit may be 
tatii with it as the stomach gets 
stsngor.

The MM of Newspapers. 

Canadian newspaper publishers are 
becoming alive to what is due to them- 
selves in return for their heavy outlay. 
By disregarding commercial considera- 
tions, the Toronto Mail lost tho whole 
of its original eaiaital (over 8100,t"K»i 
and the Toronto (J/>,l„ , although much 
longer established and better patronized 
as an advertising medium, wns making 
no suitable returns for tin* capital in- 
vested. The resnlt has been an advance 
of a dollar a year in the price of lmth jhi- 
pers. The Hamilton and London dailies 
have followed suit. Even now they are 
cheaper than papers of a similar class 
published in the United States, wliere 
they charge $12 a year. Our Cansdiau 
city papers should go farther and raise 
the price of their weeklies to something 
above the bare cost of the paj>er on 
which they are printed. No large week- 
ly worth reading can be published for 
less than two dollars a year, and even at 
that price it would not "pay the proprie- 
tor unless there lie a largo cash adver- 
tising patronage. These so-called 
"cheap" papers arc dear iu the long run, 
for they must economize in some way, 
and that can only l>e d<>uo by curl^ 
matters which would otherwise ttv 
lilwrally treated.— Stratford Beacon.

There is no danger to growing crops from 
these insects, but lbs.' destroy thousands 
of fruit and forest trees. Their bsbits 
are curious. The female fixes herself on 
the small limb of a tree aa*T cuts a small 
cavity beneath iheUrkiato which she 
lays her eggs. When tbesfS 8 ftru batch- 
ed the grub deliberucly drops to tbe 
ground and digs int« it. When bo bur- 
rows until he reaches the «lor» rootlet 
of the tree. He fast:nsUi this and for 
thirteen rears lives indsrground, suck- 
ing the sap from tbe root of a tree. At 
tbe end of thirteen to fifteen years he 
emerges from tbe ground, his back splits 
open, wings make their appearance, and 
he is then a locust an i ia for six weeks 
of summer holiday.

IoivaVt Walled Lake. 

[Burlington (Iowa; Hawkeye.] 
Tbe greatest wonder in the State of 
Iowa, and perhaps in any State, is what 
is called the Walled Lake, in Wright 
county, twelve miles north of the Dubuque 
ft Pacific railway and one hundred and 
fifty miles west of Dubuque City. The 
lake is two or three feet higher than the 
earth s surface. Ira some places the wall 
is ten feet high, filteen feet wide at the 
bottom and five feci wide at the lop. An- 
other fact is the size of the stone used in 
the construction, the whole of them vary- 
ing in weight from three tons down lo 100 
pounds. There io an abundance of stones 
in Wright county, but surrounding the 
lake, to the extent of five or ten miles, 
there are none. No one can form an idea 
of tbe means employed to bring them' to 
tbe spot or who constructed it. Around 
the entire lake is • belt of woodland half 
a mile in length, composed of cak. With 
this exception the country is a rolling 
prairie. The trees must have been plant- 
ed there aj. the time of tbe building of the 
wall. In the spring of the year 1856 
there was a great storm and the ice on the 
lake broke the wall in several places, and 
the farmers in the vicinity were obliged 
to repair the damage to prevent inunda- 
tion. The lake occupies a ground surface 
ot 2,000 acres; depth of water ao great as 
twenty-five feet. The water is clear and 
col 1, soil sandy and loamy. It is singular 
that no one has been able to ascertain 
where the water comes from nor where it 
goes, yet it is always clear and fresh.

He laws 
regulating the loads of boats should be 
rigidly enforced, and vessel inspection 
should be far more thorough than it is.

Tub Fat iT PaoTPECT.— At the present 
writing there is the promise of ao unu- 
oitnlly fine fruit crop. 

The apple crop, exceeding in importance 
all the other fruits combined, wili be a 
fairly good one, much better than might 
be expected iu the off year. 

The apple, generally speaking, bearo 
full crops only erery other year, but ow- 
ing to moist weather last summer and fall 
most trees that bore full laat year are now 
fairly laden; and while a rery heasy crop 
need not bo expected, there is littls doubt 
that superior quality will compensate for 
the less quantity. 

Peaches were considerably winter killed 
in unfarorable localities but tho crop will 
fully equal that of last year, though it is 
not likely that in quality there will bo a 
repetition of the marked excellence of the 
yield of 18W. 

The smoil fruits all promise nnusnally 
well, but the outcome will bo proportionate 
to the amount of rain fall. Strawberries 
promised early iu the season a crop of un 
usual excellence, but at this writing the 
prospect is blighted, and no matter how 
favorable tho weather should prote now, 
only » partial crop may be expected. 
Some sections of the country ha»e been 
more favored with rain than this, and 
there, of course, the outlook may be more 
favorable.
